in traditional values, early day mores 


“I believe in traditional values. America is 
turning against the Judeo/Christian principles. The 
Constitution was founded on Judeo/Christian princi¬ 
ples...! say my prayers...! will try to leave the results 
(of this election) in His hands. If He can use me in 
that capacity, I’m available,” Rogers told The News. 

What was her impetus? Her driver’s license was 
taken away for a year in 1988 after she was in a traffic 
collision in Sierra Madre and was driving an auto 
which was not insured. The accident was not her 
fault; however, because her car was not insured, 
she suffered the consequences (according to the 
Robbins McAllister Financial Responsibility Act in 
California the license must be removed for a full 
year.) 

This incensed her and she decided that car in¬ 
surance should never be made mandatory. She be¬ 
lieves this legislation is a “gross injustice to the poor 
and puts another (financial) burden upon them.” 

She swung into a quest, with the attempt of an 
initiative, to repeal the law, but she failed. 


Throughout her life her father had talked politics. 
Both parents were Republicans in Arkansas where 
she was born and reared, in the little town of 
Russell with 232 people. 

After the initial taste of politics in which she at¬ 
tempted to have the mandatory insurance law re¬ 
pealed, she thought to herself, “I could handle jobs 
like this. 1 decided to go straight to the top. Many 
public figures are groomed, starting out with jobs 
on lower rungs. It’s not all that difficult. I wear a 
badge of honor that 1 haven’t come up through the 
machinery...! am closer to the thinking of the general 
public,” she nodded her head, speaking quietly. 

She continued, “Bush is suggesting that people 
buy new houses and new cars. If people are laid off, 
they can’t even repair their old cars. California is 
in bad shape. I am against sending jobs overseas or 
across the border. 1 would see that people have 
jobs.” 

As a retired school teacher and newly licensed 
registered nurse, she suggests applying scientific 


steps to the problems in the world: A.P.I.E. “A 
stands for analyzing data. P stands for planning and 
setting goals. 1 means intervention, acting upon 
the problem, and E stands for evaluation. If the 
problem is not solved, you simply start over. We 
have the data, we don’t need committees. The 
information’s already in. Americans are hurting.” 

She sounds like she’s ready to “stir it up.” “I 
will try,” she answered quietly. I haven’t heard a 
wee, small voice that tells me to run for President 
but then I have not heard one that tells me not to 
run.” 

She grinned and sat back, “It’s time we had a 
woman up there to clean up the mess. We surely 
couldn’t do any worse. Yes, I’m a 64-year-old grand¬ 
mother who is running against a 67-year-old grand¬ 
father.” 

What about health care? “It is time for national 
health care.” 

Education? “Our schools were founded on Judeo/

The Pasadena Unified School District has an¬ 
nounced it will hold a public meeting on Tuesday, Feb.

While this series of articles has attempted to answer 
many of the questions which have been asked about 
YRE since the subject was originally raised, there are 
still many questions left unanswered. This public 
meeting will provide a forum to hear the answers to 
those questions.

Feb. 6 deadline for taking out 
nomination papers ... maybe 


Those planning to take out nomination 
papers for city council, city clerk or city treasurer 
have until Thursday, Feb. 6 at 5 p.m. to do so. 

Nancy Shollenberger, city clerk, requests 
that those who wish to take out nomination 
papers make an appointment with her since it 
takes about a half hour to complete the necessary 
information. 

Terms of the offices are for a four-year 
period and the general municipal election is 
Tuesday, Apr. 14. Polls are open that day be¬ 
tween 7 a.m. and 7 p.m. There are two vacan¬ 
cies for council, one for city clerk and one for 
city treasurer. 

Candidates should call Shollenberger at city 
hall, 355-7135; her business office, 355-3303; 
or her home, 355-1360. 


If no one or only one person is nominated 
for an elective office, appointments to the office 
may be made as prescribed by Section 22843.5 
or 22844, Elections Code of the State of Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

Any possible extension of the final filing 
date depends upon whether or not the incum¬ 
bents not only take out their nomination papers 
but also file for the office. 

If either incumbent City Council member 
does not file by 5 p.m., Feb. 6, the filing 
period will be extended five days to Feb. 11. 

If the incumbent city clerk does not file by 
Feb. 6, the filing date for that office extends to 
Feb. 11. The same is true of the incumbent 
city treasurer. Each office is treated differently, 
according to the law. 


Carrot Top revisited...

There was a time, not so many years ago, 
when you could go to the five and dime store and 
buy a skeleton key that would unlock every home 
in our city...not anymore! Those were the days 
before the 1940s. Today we covet our neighbors’ 
goods and we must buy the strongest of locks to 
protect our chattel. 

Government has set up bureaus to protect 
the people from each other, such bureaus as 
“Weights and Measures” the watchdog of the 
consumer against the manufacturer, packager 
and merchandiser, each trying to gain just a little 
more for their efforts than is allowed. 

Take a case in point. A local consumer had 
need for 800 Gripper Snaps to use on a school 
project that he was sponsoring. He went to the 
local merchant and sure enough her supplier had 
them in stock in packets of 12, each with a dozen 
packets to the box. She ordered six boxes and 
when received were turned over to the consumer. 
Each project kit contained, among other things, 
three snaps, which the consumer proceeded to 
count out and place in a small plastic envelope. 

The consumer was about one-fourth through 
his counting when he noticed that the stack of 
threes was not gaining in size as fast as the large- 
empty packages of 12, so he stopped to take a 
head count. Lo and behold he had 90 envelopes 
of three snaps each for a total of 270 snaps, but 
he had 30-12 count empty packages which in¬ 
dicated that he should have had 360 snaps. This 
showed that he had a shortage of 70 snaps in the 


30 Dags. 

Thinking that he had made some kind of 
mistake he recounted the entire lot and found 
that his original figures were correct. Since the 
large packages were also plastic he proceeded to 
count the number of snaps in each bag, without 
opening them, and found that each bag was 
short from one to as high as four snaps. As mad 
as an old wet hen he went flying back to the local 
store expressing his thoughts that she was a 
“thief.” The two of them went over the entire 
lot only to find that they were short 240 snaps 
in the 6-box-72 packaged order. 

The retail price of the snaps amounted to 
59 cents per package of 12; this showed a money 
shortage of $12.10 on an order of $50.15. The 
consumer understood that the fault was not of 
the merchant, so the two of them decided to con¬ 
tact the Bureau of Weights and Measures of Los 
Angeles County. 

It was the next day when an inspector ar¬ 
rived and checked out the merchandise, he 
found the count to be as reported to him. He 
immediately gave the store merchant a voucher 
for the amount of the merchandise and took 
them with him. 

1 tried desperately to find out just what 
happened to the packaging firm. The only 
thing that I was told was that this kind of 
short count was quite common, so my advice 
is to be cautious, be alert. Times are going to 
get much worse before they get any better.

CARE WALK-IN CLINIC 


City prohibits delivery 
of unwanted handbills, 
newspapers, flyers 

This is to remind Sierra Madreams that on Dec. 
lO, 199I, the Sierra Madre City Council adopted 
Municipal Ordinance 1080, prohibiting delivery of 
unsolicited handbills, newspapers, flyers and other 
similar materials within the village. 

The ordinance exempts restrictions on religious 
and political handbills, and materials delivered by 
the postal service, however. 

Specifically, the ordinance requires persons 
wishing to distribute unsolicited materials such as 
those named above in Sierra Madre first to obtain 
from the city the street addresses of those persons 
who have explicitly registered objection to receiving 
such materials. 

Sierra Madre residents who do not wish to receive 
unsolicited materials may complete the necessary 
form which is available at City Hall, the Public 
Library or the Police Department. This action will 
not allow those “freebies” to litter driveways and 
lawns, as well as doors, of homes or businesses.

childhood in their true char¬ 
acter, as agents of one civ¬ 
ilizing process, it would 
no doubt have reaped in¬ 
calculably greater benefits 
from the cumulative effects 
of their successive missions. 
This, alas, it failed to do. 

The resurgence of fana¬ 
tical religious fervor occur¬ 
ring in many lands cannot 
be regarded as more than a 
dying convulsion. The very 
nature of the violent and 
disruptive phenomena 
associated with it testifies 
to the spiritual bankruptcy 
it represents. Indeed, one 
of the strangest and sad¬ 
dest features of the current 
outbreak of religious fana¬ 
ticism is the extent to which, 
in each case, it is under¬ 
mining not only the spiritual 
values which are conducive 
to the unity of mankind 
but also those unique moral 
victories won by the particu¬ 
lar religion it purports to

Two well-known Sierra Madreans who joined 
Daniel Parker in death last week include Arthur L. 
Benedict Jr. and Foster Buckner. Both Mr. Benedict 
and Mr. Buckner died Jan. 21 in Huntington Memorial 
Hospital, Pasadena. 

Mr. Benedict, who was 79, had been seriously 
ill for about six months and had been in the hospital 
2/2 weeks. He died of complications of lung cancer. 

He was born in Illinois and traveled around the 
country in his youth. He was a Commander in the 
United States Navy during World War II and was lo¬ 
cated at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. Mr. Benedict was in 
the Intelligence Department as a Japanese language 
student. 

After the war, he taught mathematics in the Pasa¬ 
dena School District.

Playwright August Wil¬ 
son has won Rilitzer Prizes 
for each of his last two 
plays. The Pulitzer Prize 
is awarded to plays which 
illuminate and comment 
upon some aspect of Amer¬ 
ican society, and Wilson 
is writing a series of plays 
about the black experience 
in America. “The Piano 
Lesson,” for instance, 
was a speculation upon 
how the cultural memory 
of slaveiy has affected at¬ 
titudes over the years. It 
was made especially affect¬ 
ing by the use of delicate 
symbolism in the shape 
of an inherited piano which 
was a reminder of servi¬ 
tude. While one genera¬ 
tion shunned it, another 
learned to turn it to new 
purposes. 

“Two Trains Running,” 
now at the Doolittle The¬ 
ater in Hollywood, is Wil¬ 
son’s latest play. It is laid 
in a run down restaurant 
in a mouldering building 
in a delapidated part of 
Pittsburgh and we see a 
slice of life that trickles 
through it. A brash young 
man, just out of prison, 
drops in to renew acquaint¬ 
ance with a disheartened 


waitress and discuss his 
limited opportunities with 
the owner and the long 
term customers. Ibe jobs 
he could get are little bet 
ter than slavery and he is 
tempted toward crime 
The restaurant owner, 
trying to sell his restaurant 
has discovered a clause in 
his contract that cuts dras 
tically the price he can re¬ 
ceive for it. There is a 
general, resigned impres¬ 
sion that the cards are 
stacked against these peo¬ 
ple by rules that arc in¬ 
tended to exploit and dis¬ 
courage them. 

The restaurant owner 
goes to see the powers- 
that-be to protest the clause 
in the contract, while other 
people look for luck in 
the numbers game or su¬ 
perstition as their only 
chance to break out of 
their depression. To every¬ 
body’s surprise, the owner 
is successful. It is 1969 
and the civil rights pro¬ 
tests have begun to take 
effect. Things are not 
quite as bad as they used 
to be. There may indeed 
be other options open. 

Wilson is wonderful 
at catching the rhythms 


and humor of black speech 
and thought, and his peo¬ 
ple seem very real. The 
play is possibly as close 
as a WASP can get to 
the reality of casual black 
conversation and attitude. 
Most of his characters sub- 
stitulc talk, colorful talk, 
for action. 

The production has an 
evocative set and a cast 
that could hardly be bet¬ 
tered. Best known among 
them is the veteran Ros- 
coe Lee Brown as the res¬ 
taurant philosopher. Most 
of the other actors are 
from the original Yale 
Repertory production and 
a superb crew they are. 
Director Lloyd Richards 
has just retired as dean 
of the Yale School of 
Drama. 

“Two Trains Running” 
plays through Mar. 29 as 
pan of the Ahmanson - at - 
the - Doolittle season of 


the Center Theater Group. 

“On Golden Pond” by 
Ernest Thompson is the 
current presentation at 
the West Covina Play¬ 
house, and it is, as usual, 
a winner. The script is 
so humanly attractive that 
any adequate performance 
is bound to be success¬ 
ful, and the WCP cast is 
much more than adequate. 

Howard Peterson and 
Jane Ryan Ho as Norman 
and Ethel Thayer are less 
obviously fragile than 
their movie counterparts, 
but very believable. Holly 
Witham makes an attractive 
and vulnerable Chelsea, 
their ambivalent daughter, 
and Mike Chamberlain 
as her dentist friend seems 
fully equipped to stand 
up to Norman’s straight 
faced teasing. The part 
of the dentist’s son is writ¬ 
ten less colorfully than 


in the movie adaptation 
but David Crum holds <ip 
his end nicely. Michael 
di Rosa is particularly 
good as the provincial 
Charlie Martin, making it 
clear how Chelsea could 
have accepted him as an 
escort in her youth, and 
why she so quickly out¬ 
grew him. 

“On Golden Pond” 
has a lot of wise things 
to say about the rela¬ 
tions between adult chil¬ 
dren and their parents 
and is inevitably heart¬ 
warming. It plays on Fri¬ 
day and Saturday at 8 p.m. 
through Feb. 8 with 
matinees on Jan. 26 and 
Feb. 2. Call 814-9694 for 
reservations. 

The West Covina Play¬ 
house has been left in lim¬ 
bo by indecision on the 
part of the owners from 
whom they rent their the¬ 
ater. Their advertised sea¬ 
son is, therefore, prob¬ 
lematical. The above num¬ 
ber can give you an update 
on their problems. They 
are understandably look¬ 
ing for a new home, just 
in case. Their next pro¬ 


ductions were to have been 
“Grease” in April and 
“The Little Foxes” in 
June. They arc one of the 
most dependable of the 
community theaters and 
certainly deserve support. 

Just a mention of the 
locally based Los Angeles 
Children’s Chorus, di¬ 
rected by Rebecca Thomp)- 
son, and drawing from 
Polytechnic School and 
the Pasadena Presbyterian 
Church among others. 
They have become the 
official children’s chorus 
of the Los Angeles Opera 
and as such were featured 
in the recent production 
of “Carmen,” singing 
and acting with profession¬ 
al aplomb. 

They afford me a chance 
for my usual soapbox on 
the value of the arts in 
education. There is no 
discipline so acceptable 
as the natural discipline 
of music, for instance.

Norway - land of the 
Vikings. Trolls and Norse 
gtxls still haunt the fjords 
and mountains and the 
people reflect the pride 
of their heritage. 

We had toured from 
Bergen along the Hardan- 
gcr Fjord, and spent the 
night at Stalheim, a 3000 
foot eagle’s aerie. 

Morning saw a safe 
descent of Stalheim’s 
famed 13 hairpin turns to 
the valley below and on 
to a ferry ride along the 
Songefjord, the longest 
and deepest fjord in the 
world. The boat wended 
its tortuous way between 
great stone peaks with 
waterfalls gushing down 
their jagged faces and 
plunging into the waters 
of the fjord.

The eaves swept clear 
to the ground and the dark 
walkway beneath was 
haunted with the aroma 
of old, old wood and 
strange and barbaric re¬ 
ligious fervor. 

A luncheon party was 
held in a replica of an an¬ 
cient Norse village, with 
demonstrations of folk 
dancing that required acro¬ 
batics of the highest or¬ 
der, including double som¬ 
ersaults and incredibly 
agile back flips by the per¬ 
formers. Lunch included 
a gargantuan smorgesbord 
with delicious cheeses and 
fish, and lingonberries 
for dessert. 

The village shop con¬ 
tained a hand painted 
hanging with a herd of 
reindeer fleeting, wild and 
free, across the tapestry. 
It has found a home in 
our high Sierra cabin, a 
cherished treasure. 

Live reindeer grazed 
beside the road and we 
sited several Lapp huts, 
resembling the early Cali¬ 
fornia Indian abodes, 
made of mud over sticks. 


with a square door and 
hole in the top for smoke. 

Our tour guide’s knee- 
length red-blonde hair pro¬ 
claimed her a true daugh¬ 
ter of Eric the Red. She 
brought back memories 
of childhood with a tale 
of “Three Billikins Whisk¬ 
ers,” our “Three Billy- 
goats Gruff.” 


As we journeyed along 
the last leg of our tour 
through the land of the 
Vikings, the strains of the 
Peer Gynt Suite accom¬ 
panied us, emphasizing 
the pristine perfection of 
the countryside so beloved, 
and so perfectly portrayed 
by the passion of her great 
composer.

The Persian Gulf War 
is over; however, mem¬ 
bers of the Sierra Madre 
Woman’s Club continue 
to be interested in the area. 
Invited to speak at their 
luncheon meeting on Wed¬ 
nesday, Feb. 12, is Mari¬ 
anne Alireza whose sub¬ 
ject will be “Good Events 
in Saudi Arabia During 
Crisis.” 

Alireza, a Pasadena resi¬ 
dent, was married to an 
Arabian, lived in that 
country and has made a 
number of visits to Arabia 
and several since the war. 

In the 1950s she was a 
student at Berkeley where 
she met her future hus¬ 
band Ali Alireza. At 
that time he was the first 
Saudi Arabian to leave 
his country to study abroad 
in the United States. Af¬ 
ter their marriage, duty 
called him home, (he lat¬ 
er served as Saudi Arabia’s 
ambassador to the United 
States) and then Mari¬ 
anne became the first 
Christian in Moslem 
Saudi Arabia to be a 
member of a prominent 
family there. 


Before leaving the Unit¬ 
ed States, Ali tried to tell 
her about his country but 
hearing about it then liv¬ 
ing and doing were very 
different. The country 
then was totally back¬ 
ward, with no modern 
conveniences. From the 
moment she stepped off 
the plane, and by then 
wearing a veil, she was 
totally unprepared for the 
great contrast. She did 
learn to enjoy her new 
life in the woman’s com¬ 
pound and this was helped 
by her mother - in - law 
who was very warm and 
loving to her. 

Five children and 15 
years later Ali divorced 
her, a simple step for him. 
A man merely said, “I di¬ 
vorce you” three times 
and he was out of the 
marriage. He then mar¬ 
ried an English woman. 

If children were beyond 
the age of 7, a mother had 
no right to them. In or¬ 
der to keep her children, 
she embarked on a highly 
daring intercontinental 
escape and with the aid 
of her mother - in - law 


was able to bring all of 
)ier children back to the 
United States with her. 

At the age of 18 each 
one of the children made 
the choice to hold dual 
citizenship and they were 
able to take advantage of 
the wealth they would be 
entitled to as members of 
this Saudi family. Also, 
Ali did continue to pro¬ 
vide for their education. 
They are doing well and 
live in Saudi Arabia but 
have several homes in¬ 
cluding homes near their 
mother in Pasadena. 

Later, Marianne was 
able to return to Saudi 
several times to visit fami¬ 
ly and friends. 

In the early 1970s she 
wrote “At the Drop of a 
Veil,” a very popular 
book about her life in 
that country. She now 
has a new book that has 
just gone to press. In 
1987 National Geographic 
invited her to accompany 
their photographer in 
Saudi Arabia and the re¬ 
sult of that trip was pub¬ 
lished in their October 
1987 magazine in an arti¬ 
cle entitled “Women of 


Arabia.”

More time was spent on the possibility of further 
water conservation than on any other agenda item at 
the Sierra Madre City Council meeting Tuesday eve¬ 
ning. Ultimately Councilwoman MaryAnn Mac- 
Gillivray made the motion for city staff to re-evaluate 
the allotment schedule and the formula in which 
penalties are assessed. 

Jim McRea, city administrator, told the group 
that 48 percent of all water consumers have exceeded 
their allocation; however, the community has taken 
the water conservation effort to task and overall con¬ 
sumption is down by approximately 20 percent from 
last year. 

Because more and more people are going beyond 
their water allocations (from the same period in 1989), 
McRea has suggested a 9 cent per 100 cubic foot ad¬ 
justment that would increase the energy adjustment 
from 16 cents to 27 cents and increase the cost of 
water per 100 cubic feet to 70 cents. 

Dr. Paul Neiby suggested increasing the penalties 
and Ralph Schroder cautioned, “Unless people cut 
back dramatically, unless it rains, we could run out 
of water...We pay more for trash and cable TV than 
the water bill.” Lee Cline suggested putting more 
emphasis on determining when the billing cycles are 
done. 

Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams told the audience 
that “We don’t have the legal power to set rates to 
save money. We charge what costs the city...We 
need to lay out an educational program to explain 
to people what they’re paying for various things.” 

They will hear more at the public hearing which 
is set for Feb. 11. 

Council members agreed that people need to be 
educated toward using less water across the board. 

As was expected, the council passed Ordinance 
No. 1081, having to do with boundary additions and 


nmpndments of the “Hillside Management Ordinance 
No. 1078.” 

The line ultimately chosen in the hillside area 
was called the “red line” which was determined 
on both the property line and topographical designa¬ 
tions indicating whether building, if any, would be 
permitted. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai commended the task 
force and “all the people out there” who worked so 
hard to get the Hillside Ordinance on the books. 

In other action, they approved the final draft of 
the Source Reduction and Recycling Element and 
adopted the negative declaration. They are further 
investigating the feasibility of using newspaper and 
sawdust and other selected waste materials to produce 
clean burning fuel, ethyl alcohol, while also diverting 
waste from landfills. This suggestion came from 
Rev. Spencer Edwards at a December, 1991, meeting. 

Mayor Pro Tern Adams said, “We must become 
pro-active in dealing with waste management. I’d 
like to see us put waste management high on our 
list of priorities in the near future.” 

The News has run two other pieces about these 
alternate waste possibilities. 

A meeting is being set up between L.A. county 
staff, Arcadia officials and Sierra Madre officials to 
develop a policy, schedule completion cost of re¬ 
structuring Orange Grove Ave. 

City Director of Public Works Kev Tchark- 
houtian assured everyone that “the preliminary plan 
would show the effect of every single lot.” 

Councilman Bartolai has also appointed Warren 
Marshall and Frank Bergen to the list of Television 
Advisory Ad Hoc Committee members who will ex¬ 
amine the franchise of our television cable system.

WHEN SILK & 
WOOL COMBINE 

Silk and wool are being combined into 
fabrics which have become extremely 
fashionable. Most of these look fine, clean 
beautifully, and generally give no trouble. 

Unfortunately, some of these blends do 
give trouble. With 87% wool and 14% silk, 
these fabrics are constructed so that a 
pure dye silk yarn runs lengthwise, and a 
yarn-dyed wool runs crosswise. 

Because of low strength silk yarns, 
breakage occurs at points of strain. That’s 
when fine silk fibers work to the surface at 
points of folding or creasing. Sometimes 
the wool yarn works to the surface at 
points of folding or creasing. Sometimes 
the wool yarn works to the surface in the 
form of little “pills.” And some fabrics 
shift or slip yarn where they’ve been 
darted, tucked or seamed. And depending 
on manufacture, they may be a variable 
amount of shrinkage. 

Here’s what to do when buying: 

— get items with deep, finished seams; 
this prevents fraying. 

— get a looser fit; this prevents 
separation at lines of seams. 

— allow for freedom of movement; this 
lessens strains in use. 

And choose a cleaner whose knowledge 
and ability has been established by the 
quality of his cleaning.

Because of the keen 
newspaper competition in 
New York, Manhattan 
Comic News contains a 
minimum of writing, 
“sticking to our unique 
plan” of using cartoons 
to focus on issues of the 
day, added McCulloch. 
While many of the comics 
are done by syndicated 
cartoonists, “Toons 
to the Editor” is a feature 
offering freelance car¬ 


toonists an opportunity 
to get their work in print. 
As a result, some have 
been picked up by major 
syndication, McCulloch 
explained. 

After graduating from 
the University of Cali¬ 
fornia at Berkeley with a 
degree in political econo¬ 
my, McCulloch went on 
to earn a Master’s from 
the London School of 
Economics. Some three 
years ago she went to New 
York to work for a trade 
finance company and to 
edit for a trade magazine. 

Soon she began work¬ 
ing with the two people 
who were to become her 
partners: David Forte, 
a graphics communica¬ 
tions major from New 


York University; and Kara 
Greenblott, who majored 
in finance at the London 
School of Economics.
